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ENDOWED  BEDS 


An  individual  may  endow  a  bed  in  an 
adult's  ward  by  the  payment  to  the  Society  of 
$7,500,  and  in  a  child's  ward  by  the  payment 
of  $5,000.  The  donor  shall  be  entitled  to 
nominate  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed 
bed,  which  right  shall  not  be  assignable. 

The  will  of  a  decedent  may  give  a  similar 
amount  to  the  Society  to  endow  a  bed,  which 
will  may  nominate  an  adult  to  have  the  right 
to  name  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed  bed 
during  the  life  of  such  adult,  which  right  shall 
not  be  assignable. 

An  endowed  bed  may  also  be  created  by  a 
contract  between  a  donor  and  the  Society,  con- 
taining such  provisions  as  may  be  agreed  to  in 
any  particular  case.

To  Incorporate  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
(As  AmencU'd  December  12,  1939) 

The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full 
age  and  Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate 
themselves  for  the  benevolent  and  Charitable  objects  hereinafter 
expressed,  that  they  may  become  a  body  Corporate  and  politic, 
and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Society  in  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  provisions  of  an  "Act 
for  the  incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific  and 
Missionary  purposes,"  passed  April  12th,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts 
Supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  pur- 
poses hereby  certify  : — 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  Institution  shall  be 
known  in  law,  is  the  "New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled." 

II.  That  the  particular  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Society 
shall  be  to  maintain  a  genera!  Hospital  and  Dispensary  and 
branches  within  and  without  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  med- 
ical and  surgical  care  and  treatment  of  in-patients  and  out-pa- 
tients;  to  supply  skillfully  constructed  appliances  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  cripples,  and  to  make  all  of  its  facilities  avail- 
able to  the  poorest  in  the  community,  and  to  do  all  things  inci- 
dental to  the  accomplishment  of  such  purposes. 

in.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  five  Vice  Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary  and  twelve  Mem- 
bers, to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following  named  persons  shall  constitute  the

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

During  the  year  1942  there  were  naturally  many  serious  prob- 
lems to  be  faced  in  the  operation  of  the  Hospital,  but  on  the 
whole  it  can  be  said  that  there  were  no  major  interruptions  in  the 
service.  Much  credit  should  be  given  to  the  Director  and  other 
officials  for  their  continuous  efforts  to  meet  the  unusual  situations 
as  they  arose. 

We  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Erving  Pruyn  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

On  April  13,  1942  Dr.  John  Baldwin  Walker  died  at  the  age  of 
82.  He  came  to  the  hospital  in  1892,  and  in  1909  was  made 
Attending  Surgeon.  In  1926  he  was  made  Consulting  Surgeon 
and  held  this  position  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Dr.  D.  Bryson  Delavan  who  was  Consultant  in  Laryngology 
since  1894  died  on  May  23,  1942. 

On  September  1,  1942  Miss  Ridley,  Director  of  Nurses,  retired 
after  18  years  of  faithful  service.  She  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Due  to  present  conditions,  it  was  decided  to  close  Seaside  Hos- 
pital on  October  1,  1942.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  St.  John's  Guild  for  their  cooperation  during  our 
occupancy  of  Seaside  Hospital,  and  also  during  the  actual  closing 
of  same. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mrs.  Morgan  Wing  active  for 
many  years  as  a  member  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  and  in  the 
capacity  of  Treasurer.  She  was  a  devoted  friend  of  the  Hospital. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New 
York  Fund,  and  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis 
for  their  generous  contributions. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank,  and  extend  our 
appreciation  to  the  many  friends  of  the  hospital  for  their  kind 
and  generous  donations  during  the  past  year,  and  to  express  the 
hope  that  we  will  still  be  remembered  during  the  coming  years. 

The  Board  extends  appreciation  to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and 
the  professional  staff  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
medical  activities  of  the  Hospital  for  1942. 

The  first  year  of  the  war  hit  our  Hospital  hard  and  in  retro- 
spect it  is  difificult  to  believe  that  so  many  changes  could  have 
taken  place  in  so  short  a  time.  The  members  of  the  medical  and 
dental  staff  responded  wholeheartedly  to  the  call  for  duty  with 
the  military  forces  and  twenty-five  are  now  in  active  service  out 
of  a  total  of  about  eighty  or  approximately  one-third.  JNIost  of 
them  are  occupying  key  positions  in  military  hospitals.  This  con- 
tribution by  the  hospital  is  greater  proportionately  than  the 
figures  indicate  because  it  includes  all  but  a  very  few  of  those 
under  the  age  of  forty-five  or  in  other  words  those  upon  whom 
the  Hospital  leaned  most  heavily  for  the  performance  of  its  work. 
The  contribution  of  the  nursing  staff  and  by  the  members  of  the 
administrative  and  domestic  staff  of  the  Hospital  has  been  cor- 
respondingly great.  In  addition,  practically  all  of  the  medical 
alumni  of  the  hospital  for  the  last  fifteen  years  are  in  the  military 
service  and  holding  important  positions.  I  think  all  of  us  may 
take  pride  in  the  contribution  made  by  the  Hospital  to  the  Ameri- 
can war  effort. 

With  the  loss  of  so  many  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff'  and  of  the  Hospital  personnel,  the  task  of  carrying  on 
normal  hospital  activities  and  of  maintaining  the  usual  standards 
of  medical  care  became  difficult.  The  doctors  who  remain  have 
had  to  give  more  time  than  previously  to  the  work  of  the  hospital 
and  this  has  entailed  considerable  sacrifice.  Much  additional  work 
has  been  required  through  our  efforts  to  cooperate  with  the  Office 
of  Civilian  Defense  and  to  build  up  an  organization  to  cope  with 
any  war  disaster  among  the  civilian  population.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  close  certain  special  clinics  and  to  direct  these 
patients  to  the  general  clinics.  The  shortage  of  nurses  has  become 
a  cause  for  consideratile  anxiety  and  we  have  had  to  carry  on  with 
a  greatly  reduced  staff'.  This  has  been  rendered  possible  only 
through  the  utilization  of  the  services  of  the  Xurses'  Aides  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  and  by  the  increased  use  of  Attendants.  We 
owe  gratitude  to  these  Nurses'  Aides  for  a  great  many  davs  of 
devoted  service  rendered  entirely  without  financial  return.  Miss 
Logotheton,  who  on  September  1st  succeeded  Miss  Ridley  as 
Director  of  Nurses,  has  done  splendid  work  in  organizing  train- 
ing courses  for  attendants  and  also  a  refresher  course  for  nurses 
ulio  have  been  oul  (if  professional  activity  for  a  number  of  years. 

largely  cUu'  to  tlu-sc  eff'orts  that  we  have  been  able  to  fill  some 
of  the  gaps.  The  shortage  of  manpower  also  lias  made  ilsclf 
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seriously  felt  in  every  other  departmeiU  of  the  Hospital.  We  shall 
require  the  loyalty  and  constant  effort  of  everyone  connected 
with  the  Hospital  if  we  are  to  continue  our  work  through  these 
war  years. 

We  mourn  the  passing  of  two  distinguished  nienihcrs  of  the 
hospital  staff  during  the  year.  Doctor  John  B.  Walker  died 
April  13th,  1942  at  the  age  of  82.  He  joined  the  staff  of  the  old 
Hernia  Service  in  1892,  attained  the  rank  of  Attending  Surgeon 
in  1909  and  was  made  a  Consulting  Surgeon  in  1926  and  con- 
tinued in  this  capacity  until  his  death.  An  able  surgeon  and 
charming  gentleman,  he  gave  devoted  service  to  the  hospital  for 
fifty  years  and  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  wi<lely  held 
enhanced  the  prestige  of  the  hospital.  The  death  of  Doctor 
D.  Bryson  Delavan  occurred  on  ]\Iay  23rd,  1942.  A  pioneer  in 
the  development  of  modern  laryngology,  he  performed  in  1882 
the  first  tonsillectomy  under  general  anaesthesia  that  was  done  in 
the  United  States.  He  was  appointed  Attending  Laryngologist 
to  the  hospital  in  1894  and  after  1896  he  was  Consulting  Laryn- 
gologist. Both  of  these  men  lived  long  and  full  lives  in  the  serv- 
ice of  humanity  and  their  careers  will  be  shining  examples  for  the 
guidance  of  the  present  and  future  members  of  our  medical  staff. 

It  was  with  great  sadness  that  we  closed  the  Seaside  Hospital 
of  St.  John's  Guild  on  October  1st.  This  Hospital  was  opened  in 
June  1940.  through  the  joint  efforts  of  St.  John's  Guild  and  the 
Society.  This  addition  to  the  hospital  facilities  quickly  proved  its 
value  and  the  children  whom  we  sent  there  reaped  a  great  return 
in  improved  health  and  happiness.  It  became  apparent  early  in 
1942  that  we  would  have  increasing  difffculty  in  maintaining  the 
personnel  and  also  that  with  so  many  of  the  medical  staff  in 
military  service  we  needed  to  conserve  the  energy  of  our  remain- 
ing doctors  and  that  it  would  be  difificult  to  provide  adequate 
medical  care.  In  view  of  all  these  circumstances,  the  Board  of 
Managers  wisely  made  the  decision  to  close  the  Seaside  Hospital 
and  to  return  it  to  St.  John's  Guild.  This  action  caused  real  grief 
to  those  of  us  who  had  worked  for  many  years  to  obtain  the 
benefits  of  a  country  branch  hospital  for  the  care  of  our  children, 
but  it  was  taken  with  a  definite  understanding  that  we  would 
endeavor  to  recreate  these  facilities  after  the  war.  We  wish  to 
express  our  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  John's 
Guild  for  the  splendid  cooperation  they  gave  us  during  the  two 
years  of  our  joint  endeavor. 

The  review  of  the  Hospital  admissions  in  1942  shows  that  the 
number  was  greater  than  in  1941.  In  1942,  3624  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital,  a  gain  of  about  5%  over  the  number 
admitted  in  1941.  The  number  of  operations  performed  was  4019 
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as  compared  with  3641  in  1941,  an  increase  of  378  operations  or 
approximately  10%.  Twenty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  the  Hos- 
pital during  the  year  and  through  the  efforts  of  our  doctors  we 
were  able  to  obtain  autopsies  on  13  or  47%,  which  is  a  gratifying 
indication  of  their  scientific  interest  in  their  cases.  The  break- 
down of  the  Hospital  figures  between  the  Orthopaedic  Service, 
Surgical  Service  and  the  Private  Pavilion  Service,  showed  that 
all  services  participated  in  the  gain.  The  clinic  visits  showed  a 
moderate  decrease,  from  73,623  visits  in  1942  to  77,803  in  1941, 
a  decrease  of  about  5%.  Reports  from  other  hospitals  indicate  a 
similar  decrease  in  clinic  visits  and  it  is  probably  a  reflection  of 
the  greater  prosperity  of  the  people  and  a  greater  ability  to  employ 
private  physicians. 

Since  the  Hospital  for  .Special  Surgery  played  a  large  part  in 
the  organization  of  the  American  Hospital  in  Britain,  it  may  be 
well  here  to  record  the  termination  of  its  activities  on  July  15th. 
On  Jan.  1st,  1942,  the  organization  moved  to  Oxford  where  it 
took  over  the  entire  operation  of  the  new  Churchill  Hospital  built 
by  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  of  the  "Ministry  of  Health.  A 
very  fine  organization  was  developed  comprising  eleven  American 
doctors,  and  other  personnel,  numbering  one  hundred  and  forty. 
This  hospital  was  provided  with  six  hundred  beds  and  at  the 
time  of  its  closure  over  three  hundred  were  occupied  by  British 
Service  casualties.  It  became  clear  after  the  United  States  en- 
tered the  war  that  the  American  Hospital  organization  could  not 
be  continued  on  a  voluntary  and  civilian  basis.  Arrangements 
were,  therefore,  made  through  the  kind  intervention  of  Ambas- 
sador Winant  to  transfer  the  hospital  to  a  medical  unit  of  the 
U.  S.  Army  Medical  Corps.  The  transfer  took  j)lace  on  July  15th 
and  it  was  a  great  pleasure  that  the  replacing  unit  was  the  2nd 
General  Hospital  formed  by  the  staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital of  New  York.  Major  Robert  T.  Patterson,  Jr.,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  orthopaedic  .staff  of  The  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  is  in  charge  of  the  Orthopaedic  Service  of  that  Unit.  A 
great  many  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  were  given 
commissions  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  England  and  remained  there. 
The  remainder  returned  home  to  seek  military  or  civilian  service 
in  the  United  States.  The  business  activities  were  wound  up  as 
rapidly  as  possil)lc  and  on  December  1st,  the  office  of  the  Ameri- 
can Hospital  in  Britain  which  had  .so  long  occupied  space  in  The 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  was  closed. 

Orthopaedic  Service 

In  spite  of  our  shortages,  the  routine  work  of  the  hosi)ital  was 
carried  on  normally  and  our  standards  of  orthopaedic  treatment

were  not  low  rrol.  I  )rs.  \\';iy-iier  and  .Stephens  served  lonj^er 
periods  in  the  house  and  Dr.  Thompson's  Service  was  shared  by 
Drs.  Wilson  and  Rizzo.  The  resident  staff  was  maintained  at  its 
former  number  of  eight  but  in  order  to  cooperate  with  the  Pro- 
curement and  Assignment  Service  of  the  ]\ranpower  Commission, 
it  was  thought  wise  to  reduce  the  term  of  service  from  two  years 
to  one  year.  While  this  does  not  permit  the  complete  training  in 
orthopaedic  surgery  required  by  the  American  Board  of  Ortho- 
paedic Surgery,  it  does  turn  out  men  able  to  give  a  good  account 
of  themselves  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  military  forces.  We 
are  continuing  our  educational  program  for  the  orthopaedic  resi- 
dents in  accordance  with  former  practices  and  they  are  an  inter- 
ested and  thoroughly  contented  group. 

The  names  of  the  members  of  the  staff  who  have  entered  mili- 
tary service  are  recorded  elsewhere.  These  absences  entailed  cer- 
tain changes  in  clinical  assignments. 

Dr.  Lsabel  Bittinger  took  charge  of  the  plaster  room  in  the 
absence  of  Dr.  Waknitz.  Dr.  Donald  E.  Dial  remained  as  a 
teaching  fellow  after  completing  his  residency  and  is  acting  as 
Executive  Assistant  to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  There  were  no  other 
changes  of  assignment  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Children's  and  Adult  Divisions  of  the  Ortho- 
paedic Service  and  the  Private  Orthopaedic  .Service  was  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  in  1941.  The  End  Result  Clinic  held  on  Mon- 
days, where  results  are  evaluated,  is  an  important  service  both 
to  the  patients  and  to  the  hospital  and  gives  the  doctor  an  oppor- 
tunity to  study  their  operative  results  and  to  change  their  methods 
when  indications  are  found. 

Dr.  John  R.  Cobb  continued  in  charge  of  the  .Scoliosis  Clinic. 
Fifty-eight  patients  with  scoliosis  were  treated  in  the  Hospital 
with  correction  of  the  curvature  and  spinal  fusion.  Since  most 
cases  require  at  least  two  operations,  this  made  a  total  of  over 
116  spinal  fusions  performed. 

The  Chronic  Pyogenic  Infection  Clinic  and  Club  Foot  Clinic 
have  been  imder  the  direction  of  Dr.  Isabel  Bittinger. 

Statistical  reports  of  these  services  and  clinics  and  all  services 
and  clinics  mentioned  further  in  this  report  are  summarized  in 
later  pages  of  the  Hospital's  .\nnual  Report. 

General  Surgical  Service 

The  Surgical  .Service  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Carl  G.  Burdick 
had  a  very  active  year.  The  .Staff  of  the  .Surgical  Service  \yas 
depicted  of  all  doctors  who  are  under  the  age  of  fifty  with  the 
exception  of  one  who  is  physically  disqualified.  All  the  members 
of  the  .Surgical  .Staff  who  are  in  military  service  are  occupying 
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important  positions  and  giving  a  good  account  of  themselves. 

The  Genito-Urinary  CHnic  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John 
Taylor,  the  Gynecological  Service  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
David  Barrows  and  the  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Paul  H.  Breuning,  were  also  very  active. 

The  departure  of  Dr.  Charles  Burstein,  Supervisor  of  Anes- 
thesia, to  enter  the  U.  S.  Army  created  a  vacancy  which  was 
difficult  to  fill.  It  proved  impossible  to  secure  another  physician 
anesthetist  to  replace  him  and  it  was  necessary  to  employ  another 
nurse  anesthetist  to  fill  this  vacancy.  This  throws  a  much  greater 
responsibility  upon  the  operating  surgeons  than  when  physician 
anesthetists  are  employed.  Nevertheless,  the  nurse  anesthetists 
have  given  splendid  service  during  the  last  ten  j'ears  in  the  opera- 
tions performed  on  Ward  patients  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
welfare  of  the  patients  will  be  safeguarded  in  their  hands. 

AI cdical  Service 

The  Medical  Service  under  tJie  leadership  of  Dr.  Carlisle  S. 
Boyd  cared  for  138  patients  in  the  hospital  during  the  year,  in 
addition  to  the  many  patients  who  visited  the  various  Out-Patient 
Clinics.  The  incidence  of  contagious  diseases  among  the  hospital 
patients  was  low.  There  have  been  only  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
one  case  of  chicken  pox  and  three  cases  of  whooping  cough  dur- 
ing the  entire  year.  The  new  Deparment  of  Electrocardioo;raph\- 
developed  very  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year  and  109  elec- 
trocardiograms were  made.  These  were  interpreted  by  Dr.  Carey 
Eggleston  our  Cardiographic  Consultant  in  the  absence  of  Dr. 
Kirkland  who  is  in  the  military  service.  The  visits  to  the  various 
Out-Patient  Clinics  including  Pediatrics,  adult  Medicine.  Arthritis 
and  Obesity  was  about  the  same  as  in  past  years. 

The  Arthritis  Clinic  was  quite  active.  A  complete  report  of  the 
prolonged  study  of  two  hundred  cases  of  rheumatoid  arthritis 
which  were  treated  with  Ertron  was  published  and  it  was  found 
that  improvement  resulted  in  a  high  proportion  of  the  cases.  An 
investigation  of  other  types  of  Vitamin  D  prepared  by  dififerent 
methods  than  Ertron  was  started  and  a  report  of  the  results  will 
be  issued  when  the  study  is  completed.  The  members  of  the  clinic 
staff  are  also  working  on  a  new  chemical  substance  which  it  is 
hoped  may  neutralize  the  toxicity  of  gold  in  the  treatment  of 
arthritis  without  diminishing  its  therapeutic  efifect. 

The  Dermatological  Clinic  has  been  closed  owing  to  the  de- 
parture of  Captain  Elemer  ATarjey  to  join  the  Armv.  Dr.  Paul  E. 
Bechet,  Consulting  Dermatologist,  is  consulted  for'nnusual  cases. 
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Dental  Dcpartiiioit 

This  department  looked  after  the  dental  health  of  both  in- 
patients and  out-patients  during  the  year  in  spite  of  the  departure 
of  several  members  of  the  staff  to  join  the  armed  services.  The 
Chief  of  Clinic,  Dr.  Archie  M.  Krieger,  was  successful  in  obtain- 
ing replacements. 

Physical  Tlierapy  Department 

Dr.  Kristian  G.  Hansson,  Director  of  this  J^epartment,  assumed 
additional  responsibility  during  the  year  in  the  early  treatment  of 
infantile  paralysis  by  the  Kenny  Method.  This  innovation  in 
treatment  aroused  widespread  interest  throughout  the  country  and 
it  was  felt  necessary  for  the  hospital  to  obtain  first  hand  knowl- 
edge of  the  technique  and  to  employ  it  scientifically  in  order  that 
the  members  of  the  statT  might  be  able  at  an  early  date  to  evalu- 
ate the  results.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  New  York  Chapter 
of  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis,  funds  were 
obtained  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  trip,  and  Dr.  Hansson, 
Miss  Logotheton  and  Miss  Lowman,  one  of  the  Physiothera- 
peutic technicians  were  sent  to  Minneapolis  to  take  courses  in  this 
work  that  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota  and  under  the  direct  charge  of  Miss  Kenny.  These 
representatives  of  the  hospital  upon  their  return  went  to  work 
with  enthusiasm  in  applying  the  technique.  Ward  10  with  12  beds 
was  turned  over  to  Dr.  Hansson  entirely  for  this  purpose.  The 
ward  was  constantly  filled  and  22  patients  were  treated  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  work  is  continuing  and  the  patients  will  be 
carefully  followed  and  results  appraised. 

The  war  emergency  courses  for  the  training  of  physiothera- 
peutic technicians  which  were  started  in  1941  were  continued  in 
1942  and  many  of  the  students  are  now  serving  with  the  armed 
forces. 

Roentgenological  De pa>'t)itcnt 

The  work  of  this  department  showed  a  slight  decrease  during 
the  year,  this  decrease  being  chiefly  notable  in  the  number  of 
private  ambulatory  patients.  This,  no  doubt,  was  a  consequence  of 
the  departure  of  so  many  of  our  stafif  doctors  to  enter  the  military 
forces.  We  express  our  thanks  to  Dr.  Raymond  Lewis,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  for  his  valuable  services  and  coopera- 
tion during  the  year. 

Hospital  Laboratories 

This  department  carried  on  during  1942  under  its  interim 
Director,  Dr.  M.  Helpern  and  we  are  very  fortunate  in  securing 
such  an  able  and  cooperative  substitute  for  Dr.  DeSanto  who  is 
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serving  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  Dr.  Helpern  reports  that  the  Labo- 
ratories functioned  smoothly  during  the  year,  thanks  to  the  loyalty 
of  the  stafif  who  preferred  to  remain  in  spite  of  tempting  outside 
offers.  There  were  seven  autopsies  performed  out  of  22  natural 
deaths  in  the  hospital.  In  addition,  six  deaths  from  violence  were 
referred  to  the  office  of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner,  and 
autopsies  were  performed  by  Dr.  Helpern  in  his  capacity  as 
Assistant  Medical  Examiner.  Thus  a  total  of  13  post  mortem 
examinations  were  made  or  47%  of  all  the  deaths,  which  is  well 
above  the  figure  required  by  the  American  ^ledical  Association. 

Social  Service  Department 

The  Social  Service  Department  continued  to  be  a  great  aid  to 
our  doctors  in  carrying  on  treatment  and  a  comfort  and  help  to 
our  patients.  This  department  has  shown  a  steady  growth  since 
its  present  responsible  Director,  Mrs.  Glee  Dervend,  assumed 
charge  three  years  ago,  and  every  year  shows  fresh  progress. 
Mrs.  Dervend's  report  which  appears  elsewhere  gives  an  excellent 
summary  of  the  department's  activities,  and  I  take  pleasure  in 
recommending  its  perusal. 

Occupational  Therapy 

This  department  showed  a  steady  expansion  of  its  activities 
during  the  year  which  reflects  the  guiding  hand  and  enthusiasm 
of  its  new  and  capable  director,  Miss  Edith  A.  Brokaw.  Already  it 
has  outgrown  its  old  quarters  and  additional  space  must  be  found. 
An  additional  therapist  has  been  added  to  the  staff  and  several 
volunteers  and  students  give  indication  of  the  shape  of  things  to 
come.  The  records  showed  12,140  treatments  given  to  643  pa- 
tients without  including  the  ward  work  done  two  afternoons  a 
week  with  the  small  children  or  the  diversional  work  which 
reaches  practically  all  of  the  patients  in  the  hospital  several  times 
a  week. 

Miss  Brokaw  is  particularly  interested  in  the  [)atients  who  are 
referred  for  work  of  a  therapeutic  nature  to  increase  function 
and  has  obtained  some  splendid  results  in  these  cases.  Such 
patients  are  referred  from  the  Out-Patient  Department  as  well  as 
the  House  and  receive  close  personal  supervision.  One  of  the 
interesting  developments  of  this  part  of  the  work  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  nursery  group  for  some  of  the  pre-school  children 
with  cerebral  palsy.  This  is  held  once  a  week  and  the  physio- 
therapist who  is  assigned  to  the  cerebral  palsy  clinic,  Miss  Lil- 
jander,  cooperates  in  it  so  as  to  combine  Physical  Therapy  and 
Occupational  Therapy  in  group  activities  for  these  children. 
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In  the  divcrsional  work  Miss  Brokaw  stresses  whenever  pos- 
sible the  educational  value  since  she  is  convinced  that  patients  in 
general  and  the  younger  ones  in  particular  receive  greater  mental 
stimulation  from  learning  something  new  and  acquiring  additional 
skills  and  that  this  makes  for  economic  rehabilitation.  Thus,  with 
the  adolescent  boys  who  can  go  to  the  shop  she  encourages  light 
wood  work  in  order  to  teach  them  how  to  use  tools,  and  with  the 
younger  children  the  kindergarten  type  of  work  is  used  to  pro- 
mote coordination  between  hand  and  eye. 

Conclusion 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  both  in  behalf  of  myself  and  the 
members  of  the  medical  staiY  our  great  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  the  Director,  Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller,  during  the  past 
year.  He  has  endeavored  in  every  way  possible  to  improve  the 
facilities  under  which  the  doctors  work  and  to  make  possible 
better  treatment  of  the  patients. 

I  wish  to  also  state  our  admiration  of  the  efforts  that  Miss 
Logotheton,  Director  of  Nurses,  is  making  to  fill  the  gap  caused 
by  the  nursing  shortage  and  to  express  our  thanks  both  to  her 
and  to  our  other  nurses  who  have  given  such  devoted  care  to  the 
patients  in  the  ward  and  such  splendid  help  in  the  operating  room. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  the  appreciation  all  members  of  the 
]\Iedical  Staff"  feel  for  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
cooperation  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  hospital  staff  which  has 
facilitated  their  work  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 


The  year  1942,  due  to  the  period  of  events  through  which  we 
are  passing,  has  caused  rapid  changes  and  necessitated  many 
adjustments  and  new  concepts  in  the  administration  of  a  hospital. 
The  one  big  problem,  which  is  becoming  progressively  worse,  has 
been  the  shortage  of  personnel  and  rapid  labor  turnover.  This 
has  been  felt  in  all  departments,  but  is  especially  critical  in  the 
Nursing  Department. 

We  have  been  greatly  fraught  with  shortages  of  supplies  and 
the  necessity  of  finding  substitutes,  with  governmental  regula- 
tions, rationing  and  priorities.  Adjustments  to  these  problems, 
although  difficult  at  times,  have  probably  only  prepared  us  for 
further  stringencies  to  come. 

The  organization  of  the  hospital  as  a  Casualty  Hospital  and  a 
Casualty  Station  in  co-operation  with  the  Office  of  Civilian  De- 
fense, has  placed  upon  us  additional  responsibilities. 

Our  Attending  Staff  has  been  depleted  by  aljout  one-third,  by 
the  Armed  Forces.  There  are  now  twenty-five  of  our  regular  Staff 
in  the  service  of  either  the  Army  or  the  Navv.  Despite  these 
many  handicaps,  the  following  figures  show  that,  except  for  a 
slight  falling  off  in  the  Out-Patient  Department,  we  have  had  a 
busier  year  than  1940  and  1941.

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\'oIunteers,  mnlvv  Mrs.  iMances  Hoopli,  Direclor  of  X'olun- 
teers.  liavo  roiukrcd  invaluable  and  enthusiastic  service  to  the 
liospital.  In  1942,  there  were  244  women  who  f^ave  their  services 
to  the  hospital  as  coin])ared  with  91  in  1941.  In  fifteen  different 
departments  of  the  hospital,  they  rendered  17,668  hours  of  service 
in  1942.  as  compared  with  6,720  in  1941.  In  May.  we  started  our 
first  Class  of  Red  Cross  Volunteer  Nurses'  Aides.  During  the 
year,  three  Classes  for  Volunteer  Nurses'  Aides  were  held  with 
an  enrollment  of  63.  These  ladies  gave  5,092  hours  (these  figures 
included  in  above)  of  nursing  care  on  the  Wards  of  the  hospital. 
All  these  \'olunteers  have  rendered  a  distinct  service  to  the  hos- 
pital and  we  are  most  gratefully  indebted  to  them. 

Tliere  ha\e  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  Administrative 
and  Nursing  Staff"  during  the  year.  Miss  Mthel  B.  Ridley,  our 
Director  of  Nursing,  who  had  served  the  hospital  most  efficiently 
and  faithfully  for  eighteen  years  retired  on  September  1.  1942. 
Miss  Cleanthe  E.  Logotheton,  who  had  been  Assistant  Director 
of  Nursing,  was  appointed  to  take  her  place.  Miss  Logotheton 
has  been  carrying  on  the  good  work  where  Miss  Ridley  left  off", 
and  she  has  faced  and  surmounted  the  many  difffculties  which 
have  arisen  in  the  last  few  months  of  1942,  due  to  the  acute 
shortage  of  Nurses. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Bachmeyer,  Assistant  to  the  Director,  resigned 
on  June  6,  1942  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Offfce  of  Civilian 
Defense.  Air.  T.  Gordon  Young  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the 
Director  on  Jul\-  16.  1942  aiid  has  filled  the  position  commendably. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  George  Shannon,  Superin- 
tendent of  Maintenance,  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  hospital  property  and  buildings  during  the 
vear.  The  outstanding  structural  changes  have  been  the  providing 
of  better  accommodations  for  the  I^-ivate  and  Ward  Admitting 
Offfces,  a  re-allocation  of  the  sitting  room  for  Private  Patients  on 
the  Alain  Floor  and  better  waiting  rooms  for  Private  and  Clinic 
Patients  to  the  X-ray  department.  By  the  use  of  wooden  parti- 
tions, a  locker  room  for  Nurses  ancl  Nurses'  Aides  was  made 
available  on  the  Fifth  Floor,  and  the  Public  School  Classroom  was 
rendered  much  more  attractive  besides  permitting  much  more 
privacy.  Cafeteria  service  was  inaugurated  in  the  employees' 
Dining  Rooms.  During  April,  two  of  our  motor  generators  broke 
down,  necessitating  100%  service  for  electricity  from  the  Con- 
solidated Edison  Company.  These  two  motor  generators  have 
been  repaired  and  will  be  used  in  an  emergency  as  a  breakdown 
service.

The  welfare  of  our  patients  has  always  been  uppermost  in  our 
mind  as  our  prime  responsibility.  It  is  because  of  the  devotion  to 
this  duty  and  unswerving  loyalty  of  every  member  of  the  organ- 
ization that  our  hospital  has  been  able  to  render  a  distinguished 
service.  The  Director  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  entire  personnel  for  the  loyalty  they  have  shown  him  and 
wholehearted  co-operation  they  have  given  in  carrying  out  their 
share  of  this  responsibility. 

The  Director  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  the 
Surgeon-in-Chief,  the  Medical  Board,  and  the  Women's  Aux- 
iliary-Social Service  Committee  for  their  keen  understanding  and 
most  helpful  assistance  with  the  many  administrative  problems.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY- 
SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  report  on  the  activities  of  the 
Women's  AuxiHary-Social  Service  Committee,  and  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  which  it  is  constituted. 

The  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Therapy  Department, 
under  the  able  supervision  of  their  Directors,  Mrs.  Dervend  and 
Miss  Brokaw,  continue  their  very  essential  work.  These  Depart- 
ments are  functioning  smoothly  and  efficiently.  Their  standards 
have  been  kept  at  their  usual  high  level,  in  spite  of  the  many 
difficulties  which  continue  to  arise  due  to  present  war  emer- 
gencies. 

The  calling  to  the  armed  forces  of  many  of  our  Medical  Staff 
and  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  has 
added  additional  work  and  responsibility  on  those  left  in  charge. 
All  our  Clinics  are  running  efficiently  despite  the  very  noticeable 
decrease  in  the  Medical  Staff. 

The  United  Hospital  Fund  again  contributed  most  generously 
to  our  Committee.  These  contributions  have  enabled  us  to  greatly 
assist  the  hospital  with  the  salaries  for  the  Social  .Service  and 
Occupational  Therapy  Departments,  and  also  permitted  the  Social 
.Service  to  aid  the  sick  and  the  needy,  in  such  cases  where  no 
help  from  outside  agencies  could  be  attained. 

Four  teams,  with  Mrs.  Alexander  B.  Royce  as  Group  Loader, 
were  formed  to  raise  money  for  the  United  Hospital  Campaign. 
It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  announce  that  we  obtained  472 
subscriptions  arid  exceeded  our  (|uota,  which,  in  difficult  times  like 
these,  is  an  achievement. 

A  great  loss  to  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee  was  the  death  of  our  es- 
teemed Member  and  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Morgan  Wing,  who  had 
rendered  us  such  valuable  services  for  many  years. 

The  resignation  last  spring  of  Mrs.  Laurislon  Scaifc-  as  Re- 
cording Secretary  was  greatly  regretted  ])\  our  Iloard.  Mrs. 
Scaife  besides  being  a  very  efficient  secretary  did  equally  good 
work  in  the  Clinics  of  our  hospital.  Mrs.  Henry  \'an  Duzer  Wing 
was  duly  elected  to  fill  the  position  of  Recording  Secretary  left 
vacant  by  Mrs.  Scaife's  resignation.  Another  appointment  was 
that  of  "Mrs.  Fosdick  Ryle  as  Chairman  of  the  Occupational 
Therapy  Department. 
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This  fall  we  realized  that  Mrs.  Hoepli,  who  was  Chairman  of 
the  Library  Committee  and  who  had  also  been  asked  to  head  the 
X'olunteers,  would  not  have  time  to  assume  the  direction  of  both 
these  Committees.  Mrs.  Bethuel  M.  Webster  was  asked  to  become 
the  Head  of  the  Library  Committee.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I 
give  excerpts  of  Mrs.  Hoepli's  splendid  re])ort  on  the  increas- 
ingly fine  work  of  the  Volunteers.  The  following  summary  of  the 
many  horn's  thev  have  contril)utc(l  to  our  ]ios])ital  is  self- 
explanatory. 

In  1941,  91  \  olunteers  gave  6,720  hours  and  in  l'M2  this  num- 
ber increased  to  244  \'olunteers  with  17.668  hours  of  work  given 
to  the  Social  Service,  Occupational  Therapy,  Gym  Therapy  and 
X-ray  Departments,  Clinics,  Record  Room,  Information  Desk, 
Library,  Corner  Shop,  etc.  Last  spring  it  became  increasingly 
apparent  that  our  hospital,  like  all  other  hospitals,  was  in  great 
need  of  volunteer  nurses.  A  charter  was  obtained  from  the 
American  Red  Cross  which  permitted  us  to  organize  classes  to 
train  Nurse's  Aides  in  our  own  hospital.  In  October,  Mrs.  John 
Marsh,  Director  of  the  Emergency  Canteen  Service  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross,  was  contacted.  At  a  subsequent  meeting,  it  was 
agreed  that  a  certain  number  of  Canteen  Workers,  under  Mrs.  T. 
C.  Clark  as  Captain,  would  come  to  our  hospital  twice  daily  to 
serve  meals  in  our  wards.  In  December,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Delehanty 
was  assigned  to  us  as  Chairman  of  the  Nurse's  Aide  Department. 
Needless  to  say,  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  American  Red  Cross 
for  their  help,  interest  and  co-operation  in  aiding  us  to  organize 
these  two  essential  new  Services. 

At  the  end  of  1942,  after  consultation  with  Miss  Logotheton, 
another  new  service  was  decided  on — that  of  Ward  Aides.  Their 
duties  consist  of  attending  to  the  linen,  flowers,  running  errands, 
etc.  This  activity,  although  new,  is  proving  very  worthwhile  as  it 
saves  the  valuable  time  of  the  nurses  and  Nurse's  Aides. 

The  Visiting  Committee  with  Mrs.  Alker  as  Chairman  con- 
tinues their  efficient  work.  These  Volunteers  make  weekly  visits 
to  the  wards  and  other  parts  of  the  hospital.  Recommendations 
of  any  kind  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Keller,  Director 
of  the  hospital. 

All  the  Members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service 
("ommittee  thank  Miss  Logotheton  and  her  staff  and  the  Director 
for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

The  Patients'  Library  continues  to  make  good  progress  in  its 
circulation  of  books  and  magazines  throughout  the  hospital.  The 
unfailing  efforts  of  15  Volunteers  who  gave  2,13S  hours  during 
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the  past  year  has  made  the  operation  of  this  Library  a  success. 
We  now  have  an  inventory  of  4,793  volumes  on  our  shelves  which 
total  shows  an  increase  of  318  volumes  over  last  year.  12,553 
books  and  magazines  were  distributed  to  1,322  patients  in  the 
hospital  this  year.  This  represents  an  increase  in  circulation 
over  last  year  of  2.509  books  and  magazines.  Mrs.  Webster  feels 
that  the  credit  for  all  this  work  should  be  given  to  I\Irs.  Hoepli 
the  former  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee.  The  expenses  of 
the  Library  are  taken  care  of  by  the  L^nited  Hospital  Fund  in 
their  annual  distribution  to  the  Women's  .\uxiliary-Social  Service 
Committee. 

We  all  wish  to  thank  Airs.  John  Alelcher  for  the  splendid  work 
she  did  as  Chairman  of  the  Women's  Committee  at  our  Seaside 
Convalescent  Home  at  Staten  Island.  Mrs.  Melcher  not  only 
organized  this  Committee  but  kept  it  functioning  as  long  as  our 
Home  was  in  operation.

This  report  of  the  continued  development  and  prog'ress  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  1942  is  submitted  with 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  encouragement  given  to 
the  Director  and  Staf¥  Members  of  the  Department  by  the  Board 
of  Managers,  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Women's  Aux- 
iliary-Social Service  Committee,  the  Medical  Staff,  and  by  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital.

There  have  been  a  numher  of  chan,^es  in  our  staff  this  year. 
Following  Miss  Drought's  resignation  in  March,  we  secured  the 
services  of  Miss  Frances  Juigcnian  for  the  Polio  Clinic.  In  |une, 
Mrs.  Kate  Sandusky  resigned  to  accompany  her  husband,  an 
officer  in  the  U.S.  Army  Aledical  Corps.  During  the  summer. 
Miss  Constance  Kimball  accepted  a  part-time  position  in  the 
Department  while  she  was  completing  work  for  her  Master's 
degree  at  the  New  York  School.  Beginning  in  September,  we 
were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  full  time  of  Miss  Kimball.  At  the  end 
of  the  year,  our  stafif  consisted  of  the  director,  six  case  workers, 
one  medical  follow-up  worker  and  three  secretaries. 

Without  our  able  and  enthusiastic  volunteers,  the  work  of  the 
Department  would  be  definitely  curtailed.  This  fall,  Miss  Drought 
volunteered  to  be  the  social  worker  in  one  of  the  Pediatric  Clinics, 
and  also  to  take  chai"ge  of  our  "casualty  clothes  closet."  We  were 
delighted  to  welcome  back  Mrs.  Leonard  Elms,  who  had  resigned 
for  part  of  the  year  due  to  illness.  During  most  of  the  year,  we 
have  had  volunteers  assisting  the  social  worker  in  each  clinic ; 
thereby  making  it  possible  for  the  regular  social  worker  to  have 
more  satisfactory  and  less  hurried  consultations  with  the  clinic 
physicians,  and  more  fruitful  interviews  with  the  parents  of 
patients. 

A  number  of  different  volunteers  have  contributed  valued 
clerical  services.  To  all  our  volunteers  we  wish  to  express  our 
gratitude  for  services  freely  given  and  well  done.  To  the  Chair- 
man of  Volunteers  go  our  special  thanks  for  her  careful  selec- 
tion of  volunteers  and  her  constant  interest  in  assisting  the  work 
of  our  Department.  With  the  probability  of  losing  some  staff 
members  to  the  American  Red  Cross  for  war  services,  our  vol- 
unteers become  increasingly  important. 

Three  students  from  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work, 
Columbia  University,  received  their  field  work  supervision  in  the 
Department  during  the  year.  It  is  stimulating  to  our  regular  staff 
to  have  the  students,  for  they  bring  with  them  from  the  School 
the  keen  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  young  worker.  Two  of 
our  former  New  York  School  students  are  now  employed  as 
regular  members  of  the  staff. 

All  children  to  whom  State  aid  is  granted,  whether  they  come 
from  outside  the  city  or  from  Greater  New  York,  are  the  respon- 
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sibility  of  the  Department,  so  far  as  arrangements  for  approval 
of  petitions,  hospital  admissions  and  discharges  home  or  for 
convalescent  care  are  concerned.  During  1942,  140  sets  of 
petitions  were  prepared  for  State  Aid,  including  183  requesting 
hospitalization  and  22  for  appliances. 

In  addition  to  State  Aid  for  children,  we  have  other  sources 
available  to  help  supply  expensive  orthopaedic  shoes  and  appli- 
ances, when  family  income  is  limited.  The  Greater  N.  Y.  Chapter 
of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Foundation,  Inc.  is  an  ever-ready 
source  of  help  for  polio  patients  of  all  ages,  who  need  help  in 
obtaining  appliances,  special  shoes,  transportation  to  the  hospital, 
hospitalization,  or  other  special  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
physician.  The  Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children 
assists  in  obtaining  appliances  and  shoes  for  children  up  to  six- 
teen years  of  age  in  whom  the  hospital  and  the  Association  are 
jointly  interested ;  during  1942,  the  Association  provided  22 
braces  and  10  pairs  of  orthopaedic  shoes.  The  Walter  Scott 
Foundation  is  a  ready  source  of  help,  for  their  funds  are  avail- 
able for  crippled  children  without  restriction  except  for  need. 
This  last  year  the  Walter  Scott  Foundation  provided  21  appli- 
ances, 55  pairs  of  orthopaedic  shoes,  and  clothing  for  22  children. 

The  problem  of  securing  special  assistance  of  this  type  for 
adults  is  more  difficult.  The  Department  of  Welfare  is  contacted 
in  reference  to  patients  who  receive  any  form  of  public  assistance. 
In  some  instances,  funds  of  the  Social  Service  Department  are 
used  to  assist  adults,  or  the  Director  of  the  Hospital  is  requested 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  an  appliance  or  to  charge  the  entire  cost  to 
hospital  expense.  r>y  arranging  for  installment  payments,  we  have 
encouraged  families  to  i)ay  at  least  part  of  the  cost  when  this  can 
be  managed  without  undue  deprivation.  Special  gifts  this  past 
year  by  good  friends  of  the  Department  have  made  it  possible  to 
help  many  of  our  patients  in  ways  that  could  not  be  included  in 
budgetary  allocations.  Through  the  good  offices  of  Dr.  Richmond 
C.  Stephens,  the  Hopper  I-'und  secured  another  gift  of  $125.00 
for  ajjpliances  for  either  children  or  adults.  Mme.  Jacques 
IJalsan  gave  a  most  generous  contribution  to  be  used  for  children 
under  our  supervision. 

Transportation  of  patients  to  and  from  the  hospital  has  become 
an  increasingly  difficult  problem  because  of  the  inability  of  the 
American  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  to  furnish  our  patients  with 
transportation  previously  provided,  except  stretcher  cases.  Travel 
for  our  clinic  patients  is  difficult,  for  plaster  casts,  and  braces  are 
most  inconvenient  for  bus  and  subway.  The  Greater  N.  Y.  Chap- 
ter of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Foundation,  Inc.,  has  generously 
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assisted  with  tlu'  transportation  of  polio  ])aticiits  who  require 
taxis.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Association 
for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children  whose  bus  regularly  brings  chil- 
dren for  clinic  examination,  and  for  physiotherapy  treatments. 
During  1942,  the  Association's  bus  provided  757  round  trips. 

During  the  summer  of  1942,  188  children  who  are  under  the 
care  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  were  sent  to  the  country  for 
"fresh  air  vacations,"  for  ])eriods  from  two  weeks  in  camp  to  two 
months  each  at  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  1  lome.  This  figure 
does  not  include  77  children  who  needed  post-operative  care  and 
were  transferred  from  the  wards  to  Seaside  or  to  other  conva- 
lescent homes. 

For  the  third  season,  the  .Summer  Home  of  the  Crippled  Chil- 
dren's Fast  Side  School  at  Oakhurst,  N.  J.,  was  made  availai)le  to 
a  group  of  thirty-seven  children  from  our  Spastic  Clinic.  These 
severeh  handicapped  boys  and  girls,  from  five  to  fourteen  years 
of  age,  responded  si)lendidly  to  the  fine  physical  environment  of 
the  camp  and  the  carefully  planned  diversional  and  social  pro- 
gram. 

For  the  eighteenth  consecutive  summer,  forty  small  children 
spent  two  months  each  at  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home,  in 
charge  of  its  capable  director.  Miss  Elizabeth  Price.  The  onlv 
expense  to  our  r)epartment  was  the  cost  of  transportation.  Mrs. 
Harold  C.  Richard,  Assistant  Treasurer  of  our  Committee,  con- 
tril)uted  $100  00  to  meet  this  cost.  Ten  of  our  older  girls,  most  of 
whom  were  post-operative  spine  fusion  patients,  enjoyed  the  hos- 
pitality of  Blythedale  Convalescent  Home  for  a  month.  The 
Witherell  Fund  of  the  Hospital  provided  $300  toward  the  ex- 
penses. 

The  total  number  of  vacation  weeks  for  the  188  children  sent 
to  the  country  by  the  Department  amounted  to  842.  The  average 
cost  to  the  Department  of  each  vacation  w-as  $4.10;  the  average 
cost  per  week  for  each  child  was  only  $.92.  Such  a  record  would 
be  impossible  had  it  not  been  for  the  generous  assistance  given  by 
many  diiTerent  vacation  homes  and  camps  which  we  cannot  name 
one  by  one,  but  to  whom  we  are  most  grateful. 

During  the  year,  the  Social  Service  Department  was  repre- 
sented on  several  important  committees  of  community  organiza- 
tions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEASIDE  HOSPITAL  OF 
ST.  JOHN'S  GUILD 

In  December  1939  an  agreement  was  worked  out  between  St. 
John's  Guild  and  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled  by  which  the  Society  would  operate  the 
Seaside  Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild  as  a  convalescent  hospital 
for  children  treated  at  The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  and 
needing  convalescent  care.  On  June  17,  1940,  the  first  group  of 
children,  14  in  number,  was  admitted  to  Seaside  Hospital.  A 
splendid  organization  was  built  up  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  Miss  P.  Beatrice  x\ustin  as  Supervisor.  Departments  of  Physi- 
cal Therapy  and  Occupational  Therapy  were  established.  The 
Board  of  Education  on  October  14,  1940  opened  up  a  school  for 
the  children  and  classes  were  conducted  under  two  teachers,  from 
First  through  the  Eighth  Grade. 

In  the  summer  of  1942  it  became  evident  that  it  would  be  most 
difficult  for  us  to  maintain  adequate  service,  due  to  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  personnel  because  of  the  demand  by  the  armed  forces 
for  nurses  and  because  of  the  large  number  of  our  doctors  who 
responded  to  the  call  of  the  Army  and  Navy :  therefore,  it  was 
decided  by  the  Board  to  close  Seaside  Hospital  for  the  duration. 
This  was  done  on  October  1.  1942  and  the  properly  was  turned 
liack  to  St.  John's  Guild.  The  children  who  were  there  at  the  time 
were  brought  back  to  The  Hospital  for  .Special  Surgery  and. 
where  circumstances  permitted,  were  returned  to  their  homes. 
Those  needing  further  convalescence  were  sent  to  other  convales- 
cent homes  and,  under  the  auspices  of  the  .Social  .Service  Depart- 
ment, have  been  followed  up  and  brought  back  to  The  Hospital 
for  .Special  .Surgery  when  further  hospitalization  was  necessary. 

During  the  entire  ])erio(l  of  operation.  40S  children  were  given 
31.514  days  of  convalescent  care.  The  average  daily  occupancy 
was  37.7.  The  average  length  of  stay  was  2  months.  17  davs. 
During  the  last  9  months  of  1942,  144  children  were  given  10, '')37 
days  of  convalescent  care  or  a  daily  average  (;ccupancy  of  40. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  discon- 
tinue the  operation  of  this  s])lendid  convalescent  hospital,  for  its 
fine  facilities  of  spacious  and  cheerful  wards  with  wide  porches 
and  delightful  beach  and  grounds  offered  an  e.xcellent  and  rest- 
ful environment  for  the  children  to  more  rajiidly  regain  their 
health  and  strength.  .Seaside  Hos])ital  offered  our  doctors  the 
decided  advantage  of  being  able  to  have  the  children,  during 
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the  convalescent  period,  continuously  under  their  direct  super- 
vision which  is  not  possible  when  they  are  sent  to  other 
convalescent  li()S])itals. 

The  Director  of  the  liosi)ital  wants  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
extend  his  thanks  and  j^ratitude  to  Miss  P.  Beatrice  Austin  who 
organized  the  hospital  from  its  beginning  and  operated  it  so 
eificiently  until  its  time  of  closing.  We  are  very  grateful  to  Dr. 
John  Kandall,  Attending  Physician  to  the  Statcn  Island  Hospital, 
for  acting  as  Attending  Pediatrician  to  the  Seaside  Hospital.  His 
daily  rounds  at  Seaside  besides  that  of  our  own  (Jrthopaedic 
Attending  and  Resident  Surgeons,  helped  to  maintain  an  excel- 
lent record  of  good  health  among  the  children.  The  Director  is 
greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Duryee,  Dr.  W.  Morgan 
Hartshorn,  Mr.  Louis  W.  Noel,  and  Mr.  John  Melcher  who 
composed  the  Seaside  Committee  for  their  keen  understanding 
and  help  with  the  man\'  administrative  problems. 

Our  grateful  thanks  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  St.  John's  Guild  for  placing  this  splendid  hospital  at  our 
disposal  and  for  the  financial  aid  which  they  gave  us  in  helping 
towards  its  operation.

New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured 
and  Crippled 

HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  first  opened  its  doors  in  May 
of  the  year  1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously. 
The  first  hospital  building  of  only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at 
97  Second  Avenue  was  soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year  1870  the 
Institution  moved  to  a  fine  new  building  which  stood  on  the  corner 
of  Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty-Second  Street,  on  the  present 
site  of  the  Hotel  Commodore.  Dr.  James  Klnight,  the  founder  and 
"Resident  Physician  and  Surgeon"  served  faithfully  until  his 
death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil  P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him 
as  "Surgeon-in-Chief,"  served  until  1924.  During  these  thirty- 
seven  years,  the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution  that  merely 
provided  for  the  care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of  the  few 
progressive  hospitals  in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment  of 
orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was  only  a  home  to 
house  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and 
joints,  or  with  paralysis,  it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Gibney,  an  active  unit  for  the  development  of  reconstruction 
surgery  and  soon  the  reputation  of  its  surgeons  were  known 
throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital 
during  these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who 
formerly  would  have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives,  a 
burden  on  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  hospital  building  on 
Lexington  Avenue,  the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  mod- 
ern plant  at  321  East  Forty-second  Street.  Here  during  the  last 
thirty  years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its  good  work  for 
humanity. 

During  the  last  decade  the  teaching  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors. 
This  has  called  for  expansion  in  all  of  the  departments  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Clinics,  for  which  the  Hospital  has  always  been 
famous,  have  been  enlarged,  new  laboratories  have  been  provided, 
the  X-ray  Department  has  been  expanded,  new  facilities  have 
been  added  to  the  Physical  Therapy  Department  and  a  Medical 
Library  has  been  created. 

These  internal  improvements  for  teaching  have  done  much  to 
better  the  care  given  to  the  patients.  Today  not  only  are  the 
patients  receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible  with  the  most 
modern  forms  of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  is  also  sending 
forth  fully  trained  surgeons  to  practice  their  specialties  through- 
out the  world.
